BORDEN’'S NAVAL BILL 


An Act to Authorize Measures 


for Increasing the Effective Naval 
Forces of the Empire. 

“His Majesty by and with the 
consent of the Senate and House 
of Commons of Canada enacts as 
follows : 

Clause A in Borden’s resolution 
referred to by Sir W ilfrid Laurier 
in his amendment follows :— 

“1, From and out of the con- 
solidated revenue fund of Canada 
there may be paid and applied a 
sum not exceeding $35,000,000. 
for the purpose of immediately 
increasing the effective naval 
forces of the empire, 

“2. Said sum shall be used and 
applied under the direction of the 
governor-in-council in the con- 
struction and equipment ot battle- 
ships Or armoured cruisers of the 
most modern and powerful type. 

“3, The said ships, when con- 
structed and equipped, shall be 
placed by the governor-in-council 
at the disposal of His Majesty for 
the common defence of the empire, 

“4 The said sum shall be paid, 
used and applied, and the said 
ships shall be constructed and 
placed. at the disposal of His 
Majesty, subject to such terms, 
conditions and arrangements as 
may be agreed upon between the 
governor-in-council of His Maj- 
esty’s government.

Mustard Must Go, 


By the successful experiments ol 
the Ontario Government, there is a 
probability that the deadly mustard 
weed which causes so much anxiety 
among farmers, will be a thing of the 
past within a few years. Prof, Todd, 
provincial farm director, has found a 
way to kill the mustard seed. Last 
spring he had a 100-acre farm near 
Brockville, comprising fields of oats 
and barley, which were literally yellow 
with the mustard weed, sprayed with 
a solution of bluestone or sulphide 
of copper. This farm has produced 
very poor crops in the past, but this 
fall there was an excellent yield aM 
no traces of mustard were found, The 
same method of killing the mustard 
will be tried on the same farm next 
spring in an effort to find out whe- 
ther this solution should be used on 
all farms in the province,

ROMANCE OF MINING. 


| British Columbia's Annals Make a 
Fascinating Story. 


Some idea of the extent of the 
mineral resources of British Columbia 
can be gathered from the well-ascer- 
tained results of mining operations 
carried on since the year 1852. There 
was mining at that time, especially 
the mining of gold, and the official 
| computation of production begins 

with that year, The total production 
for all years up to and including the 
year 1911, amounts to the enormous 
sum of $397,696,722. Of this sum, 
gold has contributed $157,175,683; sil- 
ver, $32,053,896; lead, $25,715,126; cop- 
per, $65,315,049; the remainder being 
made up by the contributions of coal, 
building stone, and metals 
zinc, 

Between 1852 and 1891 the produce. 
tion by years has not been tabulated, 
but since 1891 the total production 
year by year is given, Of these years, 
1910 still holds the record of $26,877,- 
066. Last year the output was three 
millions less, the decrease being 

| largely due to a falling off in the 
output of coal, owing to certain dis- 
| turbances in the labor market, 

Last year the output of the three 
| precious metals-—-gold, silver and cop- 
per—had a total value of $10,681,450, 
gold leading with a value of $6,151,- 
513, but copper was a close second, 
with a value of $4,571,644. 

And some say that mining has only 
commenced in British Columbia, 
which is another way of saying that 
the present operations, output and 
profits, are small in comparison with 
what they will be when operations 
are more fully developed, when other 
know. deposits are worked, and when 
further discoveries are made. But it 
is not to the future that it is here 
proposed to look, but to the past—to

mining commenced. 

It has been stated that as early as 
1852 Chief Trader McLean, of the

Hearing of the find, Chief Trader Mc- 
Lean, of the Hudson Bay Co., went | 
up the river and examined the banks, 
Sure enough gold was there as re- 
ported, and McLean promptly sent 
down to Fort Victoria for what he | 
called ‘tiron spoons to be used in dig- | 
ging out the nuggets.” These were 
romptly sent up to him with the 
| instructions that he give “as much 
; encouragement as possible to the In- 
dians willing to devote their time and 
energies to that purpose.” 

News of the discovery traveled fast, 
and soon reached the Pacifie Coast 
states, which had had the gold fever 
ever since the days of the Californian 
“Porty-Miuers.”” Soon a party of ex- 
plorers and miners arrived at  Vie- 
| toria, and thence ascended the Fraser 
| River to within a short distance of 
Fort Gale where they discovered Hill's 
Bay, which proved very rich. 

These miners on Hill’s Bay “pan- 
‘ned out’’ daily from one hundred to 
one hundred and fifty dollars’ worth 
of gold dust, and after a considerable 
quantity had been secured it was 
| gent down to Victoria in charge of 
| celebrated character, “Billy” Bardou, 
| an expressman, who had had much 
| experience among the gold camps of 
| California. As soon as it was known 
that gold dust was being shipped out 
of the camp more miners came pour- 
| ing in, and so the gold fever spread 
as more gold was found. 

The Rev. A. G. Morice, O.M.I., in 
| his History of the Northern Interior 
| of British Columbia, states that “‘the 
| firat lot of the precious metal to leave 


the limits of what is now British 
Columbia, found its way into San 
| Francisco, where it was taken in 
February, 1858, by the company’s 
steamer Otter.”

LORD ROBERTS FORESEES AN 
ANGLO-GERMAN CLASH. 


Britain Is Unfit and Heedless, De- 
clares the Hero of Kandahar, While 
the German Empire Is Ready and 
Efficient — Must Maintain Tradi- 
tlons of Religions and Polltical 
Freedom of the Race. 


Lord Roberts, field marshal of Great 
Britain, in a recent article had the 
following to say regarding the war 
situation: 

Great Britain is as absolutely unfit 
ted and unprepared tor war now ae 
sle was at the time of the Boer war. 

No voluvtary system could produce 
an efficient army for liome defence.
